of the commission proceeded in car- 
riages to Senator Thurman's residence. 
Senator Thurman was found confined 
to hir bed, where he remained during 
he proceedings of the oommission. 


Tbe commission was formally called 


to order by Justice Clifford, president, 
and a vote was taken on the following 
propositions, which had been informal- 
ly submitted and discussed, but not 
voted on during the day's session: 


By Edmunds: 
A'e.se/tri/, That the certificate signed 


by E. A. Cronin, J. W. L. Miller, and 
Jno. Parker, purporting to east the 
electoral vote of the state of Oregon, 
does not contain or certify the constitu- 
tional votes to which said state is enti- 
tled.

president, on the day of the election, 
viz. the 7th d^y of November, 1876, 
held an office of trust and profit under 
the United States, therefore, 


Resolved, That J. W. Watts, was 


then ineligible to the office of elector, 


Mr. Hunton moved to strike out the 


name of J. W. Wall*. 


Disagreed to, yets 7, nays 8. 
Morton's resolution was then adopt- 


ed, yeas, 8, n»ys 7. 


The decision of the commission was { 


then drawn op and signed by the eight 
members voting in the affirmative. 


On motion of Morton, the injunction 


of secrecy upon tha acts and proceed- 
ings of the commission, except as re, 
gards their report to the joint session 
of congress, was removed, and the com- 
mission adjourned 
to meet in the su- 


preme court room, at 12 o'clock to-mor- 
row. 


The report in substance is as fol- 


lows : 


The electoral commission having re- 


ceived certain 
certificates and papers 


purporting to be certificates of the elec- 
toral votes of the state of Oregon, and 
certain papers accompanying the same 
and objections thereto, report that it 
has duly oonsidtiel the same, and has 
decided, and does hereby decide that 
the voles of W H Odell, J U Cart- 
wright, and J W Watts, are the votes 
pr <vided for by the constitution, and 
that the same are, lawfully, to be count- 
ed as testified to in the 
certificate of 


said electors, namely, three rotes for 
Rutherford B. Hayes, of Ohio, presi- 
dent, and three Totes for William A. 
Wheeler, of New York, for vice presi 
dent. The report will further sot forth 
that the election of Watts by the other 
two members of the electoral college, 
was in accordance with the constitution 
and laws of Oregon. The grounds for 
this decision, so tar as they coicern the 
elegibility of Watts, are substantially 
that it ia competent to go behind the 
certificate of the governor, so far as the 
same is not founded upon the action ol 
the canvassing or returning authority 
provided for by the laws of a state, 
which authority in the case of Oregon 
is held to be the secretary of state. The 
report will also take the ground that it 
is essential to show that an elector was 
eligible, elector Watts was chosen to 
fill a vacancy caused by his own ab- 
sence from the electoral college, and 
that he was not ineligible at tbe time 
he oast his vota.^
